A retiirn to the rate basis of 1883 and 
1889, it is therefore found, as a prac- 
tital problem must be regarded as un- 
desirable.

During 
the formative constitutional stage and 
Ig definitive action by the assem- 
ly, as expressive of the popular will, 
and the hoped-for establishment of a 
stable republican form of government, 
capable of fulfilling its international ob- 
ligations, the United States is, accord- 
ing to precedent, maintaining full and 
friendly de facto relations with the pro- 
visional government. 

“The new condition of affairs thus 
created has presented many serious and 
complicated problems, both of internal 
rehabilitation and of international rela- 
tions, whose solution it was realized 
would necessarily require much time and 
patience. From the beginning of the 
upheaval last autumn it was felt by the 
United States, in common with the other 
powers having large interests in China, 
that independent action by the foreign 
governments in their own individual in- 
terests would add further confusion to 
a Situation already complicated.

ments with regard to the corn-growing area 

began to appear. It was said, for instance, that practically all of the 

corn land in the United States was under cultivation, and that, judg- 

ing from experience, the crops in the newer districts would diminish 

as the soil grew older. Last year’s corn crop was the greatest in 

the history of this country; not only is production per acre rising, but 
the acreage itself is steadily increasing. . 

Nobody in the corn belt, so-called, believed twenty years ago 
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that corn of a marketable quality and quantity ‘could ripen in North 
Dakota. Experiments carried on during a number of recent years 
have proved the utter fallacy of the impression that the Dakotas are 
too far north for the successful cultivation of this cereal. Matters 
had advanced in North Dakota last spring to the point where it 
seemed expedient to demonstrate the corn-growing ability of the soil 
and climate to the satisfaction of the country at large. This demon- 
stration was brought about by a contest organized under the auspices 
of the North Dakota Better Farming Association. The. contest 
extended into every available district of the state. . Krom the sowing 
of last spring, Secretary Cooper of the association report’ a harvest 
in every way satisfactory and in some respects most surprising. The 
total number of farmers entering was 613. The prize winners num- 
ber twenty-three. The average of mature corn produced by these 
was fifty-two and two tenths bushels to the acre.’ This compares 
favorably with the average in the recognized corn belt. Strange to 
say, the yield per acre was surprisingly good as far north as the 
Canadian border. As in all such contests, special effort and unusually 
favorable circumstances resulted in some remarkable accomplish- 
nents in corn growing. Out of a four-acre lot, for instance, one 
vrower harvested seventy-one and seven tenths bushels of mature, 
hard-shelled corn to the acre. Such achievements are interesting, 
but the main proposition is affected rather by the ordinary than the 
extraordinary in cases of this kind. 

Wheat is supposed to be the one staple crop of North Dakota, 
just as cotton, for instance, is supposed to be the one staple crop of 
Georgia. Georgia has been striving to work out of the one-crop sys- 
tem for years, and has succeeded to a large extent in doing so. It 
would be impossible to overestimate the value to North Dakota of 
the ability of its farmers to diversify their crops. From all accounts, 
they have this ability. Moreover, there is no reason why, through 
the acclimatization of the corn kernel, it cannot be grown some day 
in the present great wheat belt of the Canadian prairie provinces. 
The wheat kernel that has transformed that territory and enriched 
the Dominion was not much less alien to the soil at the beginning 
than would be the American corn seed of the present day. North 
dakota is not only engaged in the extension of the corn belt to the 
northern limits of the United States, but it would seem that it is doing 
pioneer work of inestimable value to western Canada. 
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IN BROAD terms, it might be said that it 
would be as easy tor the authorities, local or 
state, to set back the tides or the seasons as 
to prevent perfect freedom in the use of the

~~ . bear the incidental wear and tear, better 
roadways must be provided. If the public revenues are not> suf- 
ficient to meet the cost of constructing and maintaining better 
roadways, other sources of revenue must be discovered. It is not 
impossible that in the near future the tax upon motor vehicles will 
be sufficient to meet all the cost of keeping the highways in order. 

New York, on the recommendation of its highway commission, 
it is said, is likely to follow Massachusetts, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania in the matter of limiting the weight of loads to be carried over 
the highways by motor vehicles, and a protest by manufacturers, 
dealers and users of those vehicles against this procedure, already 
aroused, is becoming more pronounced daily. It is claimed by the 
motor truck people that limiting the weight will check or stop the 
development of this industry. ‘That is, it will prevent the growth of 
the trucking traffic. One representative is quoted as saying: “If 
any such limit (four tons to an axle; total load of eight tons) were 
put on the total weight of a load to be moved on the roads of this 
(New York) state it would put an end at once to the business of 
moving household goods from one town to another. = 
Large contracting jobs would be impossible, too, because the weights 
to be moved would certainly be in excess of the limit. In fact, it 
would be such a blow to the progress of the commercial vehicle busi- 
ness that it would be intensely harmful to the welfare of the country 
in general.” 

The interest of the public in this matter is great. Nothing can 
be more apparent than that the present system of distribution is inade- 
quate. There must be a more rapid and more economical interchange 
of commodities than is possible through the employment of the loco- 
motive or the horse-hauled wagon. The motor truck opens up an 
avenue of hope to the agricultural and industrial producer as well as 
to the cohsumer. Under wise regulation the time_is coming when 
the highways of the country will be all that their name implies. The 
motor truck is to be the great common carrier of the future. It is 
only in its infancy at present. Every year it is finding new things to 
do. As it becomes more numerous it will have to make opportunities 
for itself; it will be compelled to specialize; it may, before many 
years, be caring for nine-tenths of all local freight traffic. 

The thing to do is to grant it perfect freedom of development. 
If encouraged by the withholding of all unnecessary restrictions, it 
may solve the greatest economic problem of our period, that of dis- 


tribution.

pulsory enforcement and complete legalization in a law that would 
have national application rather than, as at present, only local use and 
benefit. Indeed, were Congress to do nothing more than to alter 
and unity the present conglomerate banking system of the country, 
provide for adequate inspection, give a clean-cut status to the clear- 
ing-house system, and make easy its extension, conditions would 
improve in such a marked way that it would be easier than at present 
to pass to the task of creating a sound currency system far more elas- 
tic than the one now in existénce and providing a national gold réserve 
ccntrolled in a way to conserve popular interests. With Mr. Fowler 
as with other men who have tackled this subject, the crucial problem 
is how to provide actually as well as nominally diffused rather than 
centralized control of all bank resources. Statutes so often prove 
futile against economic trends and facts so often alter theories. Crea- 
tron of zones with fixed bounds and sharply defined powers ot admin- 
istration within them will not’of itself defeat any trend that may be 
apparent toward centering most power in Manhattan, New York. 


lt 1s impossible to predict what will be the 
outcome of the present agitation for better 
dock facilities in New York harbor. Plans 
Improvements that are perfectly feasible from an engineer- 
ing standpoint have been made for the 
on the Manhattan waterfront; from a_ financial 
standpoint, these, however, are involved in 
difficulty. To build out into the harbor 
beyond the established line will not be per- 
mitted by the war department; to cut into 
Manhattan island so that the slips may be lengthened means the con- 
demnation of some of the most valuable property in the city, and 
readjustment of streets and building lines. ‘Lhe time has évidently 
come when New York must either make tremendous sacrifices to save 
its shipping business or see it distributed among other Atlantic 
ports. Philadelphia, Baltimore and, more notably, Boston, are 
attracting the attention of the leading maritime interests. If not 
decided upon, some very important changes in the handling of 
\merican business are, at least, contemplated. 

New York, of course, is a resourceful city. Most of the delay 
in meeting the exigencies of the situation thus tar has been due to 
the tenacity with which the metropolis clings to the old waterfront: 
The idea of permitting the bulk of the business to pass:away from 
Manhattan island has not been really entertained, despite the fact 
that the discussion turns now and then to dock development in 
Brooklyn, Hoboken, Montauk Point and elsewhere. 

However this may be, New Jersey seems to be alive to its 
opportunity. Ihe New Jersey harbor board, appointed by Governor 
Wilson to act with a like body representing,the state of New York, 
it may be recalled, made certain recommendations that were 
referred by. the Governor to the President, and by the latter to the 
war department, which refused to permit the construetion of 1000- 
foot piers along the New Jersey shore. Notwithstanding this rebuff, 
the New Jersey board seems determined to have the whole matter 
reopened. When it 1s reopened, it is understood, New Jersey will 
lave some stronger arguments to ofter than 1t advanced before. In 
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the meantime plans are being pressed forward for the improvement 
of Newark bay and the Hackensack river, waterways pronounced 
to be of great importance to Jersey City, Newark and adjacent 
towns. A member « t the harbor board 1s authority for the state- 
sent that the development of the port of Jersey City is in prospect. 
This member expressed the belief that Jersey City affords the best 
opportunities for the building of 1000-foot piers, or piers of any 
requisite length.
